Vast streams of lava are 
flowing down tho sides of tho mountain nml 
are threatening tho destruction of Simla 
Maria di Licodiaand Salonuo, two villages 
at the haso of tho mountain. Tho craters 
have throwu out immense fireballs, which 
burst with great brilliancy and thunderous 
reports. The scene is inipressivoly nud 
terribly grand. Several severe shocks of 
earthquake have been felt at Moasiua, aud 
the apprehensions of the citizens aro ex- 
cited to n very high pitch. 
Tho stream of 


lavn flowing down the mountain side is 
already 2uO feet wielo aud nearly four miles 
long. 
The three now craters aro very
